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INTRODUCTION 


This  second  bulletin  of  North  Carolina  morbidity  -statistics, 
covering  the  calendar  year  1933,  is  issued  as  of  February  15,  1934,  a 
promptitude  which  it  is  hoped  will  make  it  still  useful  in  dealing  with 
the  epidemics  of  tho  prosont  winter.  The  order  of  presentation  of  tablos 
follows  the  same  soquenco  as  in  the  previous  report.  There  are  also  two 
very  important  additions;  first,  tabulations  of  incidence  by  color,  age 
and  sex  groups  for  tho  Stato  as  a whole  for  tho  five  years  1929  to  1933; 
and  secondly,  a tabulation  of  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  by  county  for 
tho  year  1933,  Similar  tabulations  of  tuberculosis  incidence  for  previous 
yoars  could  not  be  made,  due  to  partial  destruction  of  records. 

The  color,  ago  and  sex  tables  have  been  prepared  to  cover  a 
five-year  period,  and  can  serve  as  a basis  for  future  comparisons  both  as 
to  completeness  of  reporting  as  well  as  to  group  incidence.  That  morbidity 
reports  arc  far  from  complete  is  evident  to  all  who  have  to  use  them. 
However,  these  group  tabulations  on  a State-wide  basis  are  quite  useful  in 
indicating  trends  in  the  several  epidemic  and  endemic  diseases.  For 
example,  in  1933  the  case  rate  of  reported  syphilis  in  the  Nogro  was  ten 
times  the  white  rate,  a rosult  probably  including  both  a higher  actual  in- 
cidence and  a higher  reporting  avorago. 

Measles  is  seen  to  bo  most  prevalent  in  tho  groups  in  tho  first 
few  years  of  school  attendance.  Diphtheria,  on  the  contrary,  is  pre- 
dominantly a preschool  disease,  and  the  reported  deaths  also  emphasize  this 
point.  The  foredoomed  failure  of  any  program  of  diphtheria  control  through 
immunization  based  on  work  with  school  children  alone  is  very  evident;  and 
it  is  clearly  indicated  that  this  program  should  bo  concentrated  in  the 
preschool  group.  Reported  pellagra  incidence  shows  a prevalence  in  fcmalos 
nearly  three  times  the  male  rato,  whether  in  the  white  or  black  race,  and 
with  the  rate  in  the  two  racos  approximately  tho  same.  other  interesting 
points  will  become  evident  with  a little  study  of  those  tablos. 

With  the  evident  incompleteness  of  morbidity  reports  tho  need 
for  caution  in  making  comparisons  botwoon  different  areas  is  again  emphasiz- 
ed. Such  comparisons  should  bo  made  only  when  all  the  factors  involvod  are 
taken  into  consideration.  With  this  reservation  over  in  mind,  we  believe 
the  statistics  conto.inod  in  these  two  roports  can  bo  of  great  value  in 
epidemiological  investigations  throughout  North  Carolina.
